A UNIVERSITY COLLECTS III 


... One set of hand-carved ivory dentures, 

circa 1810... paintings by the Group of Seven 
... 145 species of Alberta water beetles 

...a first edition of the first Canadian novel... 
one Congolese executioner’s knife, decorated 
... one lady’s bathing costume, circa 1900... 
one Corinthian decorative plate or lekane, 
seventh century BC... Poundmaker’s tent... 

What do these items have in common? 
They all belong to the University of Alberta, 
along with hundreds of other pieces that 
constitute the University collection. 

Because all universities study the world 
around them, their past and their present, 
the history of civilization, of technology and 
science, of the earth itself, they all collect 
things. In its almost seventy years of 
existence, the University of Alberta 
has managed to collect rather a lot. 

Some items are actively purchased, as are 
works of art to decorate buildings, rare 
books for the Library, or teaching aids, 
such as insect collections for Entomology, 
rock specimens for Geology, and the 

O.C. Edwards collection of Indian artifacts 
for Anthropology. 

Many items come to the University as 
donations, often as bequests. John Hornby, 
“the hermit of the Arctic,” left a collection 
of Eskimo artifacts with the University for 
safekeeping when he went off to war in 1914. 
When he returned, he presented the collection 
to the University as a gift. Missionary 
and amateur archaeologist James M. Menzie, 
who dug extensively in the Middle East 
and in China, left his finds to the University 
when he died; now they form an estimable 
part of the Classics Collection. Emma Read 
Newton donated a fine collection of paintings 
and antiques that had graced her home at 
1 University Campus (Ring House One) when 
Robert Newton was President of the University 
(1941 to 1951), and J.M. MacEachran, 
one of the University’s first faculty members 
and Provost for many years, bequeathed a 
handsome collection of prints, paintings, 
and antiques. 

Many departments have their own small 
working museums, such as Geology, 
Entomology, and Dentistry; Geography has 
an extensive map collection. The items these 
departments have collected are used regularly 
as part of their teaching. Many items that once

were standard teaching materials, such as 
chemistry laboratory instruments, engineers’ 
surveying equipment, and psychological testing 
apparatus, have become valuable with age 

as historical objects. 

The University’s art collection is as 
impressive as it is scattered. Among other 
paintings, it contains works by Group of 
Seven members A.Y. Jackson and Frederick 
Horsman Varley, by Emily Carr, by Victor 
Vasarely, and by Jack Bush. Many of these 
paintings are hung in offices and along 
hallways all over the campus. The University Art 
Gallery and Museum simply doesn’t have 
the climate control or staff or facilities 
needed to display the collection permanently; 
nor would the Gallery necessarily want to, 
for, as it is now, more people on campus can 
enjoy the works of art individually. 

Nevertheless, it would be an edifying and 
aesthetic treat to bring the University’s 
art collection and all its other collections 
together, for University people to enjoy and 
share with the rest of the community. 

A little more than seven years ago, an 
attempt was made to bring the University’s 
collection, or parts of it, together in a show 
in the temporary University Art Gallery and 
Museum, at 9201 112 Street. 

More recently, parts of the University’s 
collection have been on display in the plexiglass 
“jewel boxes” in the Rutherford Library 
Galleria and in the Classics Department (the 
W.G. Hardy Collection of Near Eastern and 
Classical Antiquities). In the past month, a 
similar display of chemistry apparatus and 
one illustrating dental and natural history 
have been completed for the Chemistry Galleria 
and the Dentistry Museum. 
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A third exhibition of what the University 
has collected, by far the largest exhibition 
of all, is being planned to coincide with 
the completed renovation of Athabasca Hall, 
approximately one year from now. 

The idea came from Associate Vice-President 
(Academic) Jean Lauber, who, as the person 
in the senior administration responsible for 
the University collections, is a member of 
the University Collections Committee. As 
she explains it, “I just went to Vice-President 
Horowitz and asked if I could have Athabasca 
Hall for a month after it was finished.” And, 
when she explained what she wanted it for— 

a massive exhibition of the University’s 
collections and a celebration of the University’s 
history—her novel request was granted. 

“Athabasca Hall is important to the 
University, both architecturally and historically, 
as the University’s first building,’ Dr. Lauber 
explained. “Its opening should be a 
celebration, and how better could we celebrate 
than to bring the University’s collections 
together in Athabasca Hall for a mammoth, 
month-long exhibition that will give us a 
chance to enjoy our collections and the 
public a chance to see what the University 
is all about.” 

A preliminary “brainstorming” session was 
held with the University Collections Committee 
and several other interested people, and letters 
were sent asking the satellite museums on 
campus if they would be interested in this 
cooperative venture. According to Dr. Lauber, 
the response has been overwhelmingly positive. 

“We were lucky in being able to persuade 
the Provost, Al Ryan, to agree to coordinate 
the exhibition for us, because it is an enormous 
and complex job,” she said. She noted that 
Professor Ryan had done an excellent job 
coordinating the Learned Societies meetings 
in 1975 and, moreover, that he had been a 
warden in Athabasca and Assiniboia Halls for 
more than ten years.

TORY LECTURE 


The 1976 Henry Marshall Tory Lecture will be 
delivered by His Excellency Thomas Ostrom 
Enders, United States Ambassador to Canada.

Graduating first in his class from Yale 
University in 1953 with a BA, Mr. Enders also 
holds MA degrees from the University of Paris 
and from Harvard University. He entered 
government service as a research specialist in

the Division of Research and Analysis for Far 
East. From 1963 to 1966, Mr. Enders was a 
supervisory international economist in the 
Bureau of European Affairs, and from 1966 to 
1968 he was a special assistant to the Under 
Secretary of State for Political Affairs. For 
one year after that he was Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State for International Monetary 
Affairs. He then served as Deputy Chief of 
Mission in Belgrade until 1971. Prior to his 
1974 appointment as Assistant Secretary of 
State for Economic and Business Affairs, 

Mr. Enders was Acting Chief of Mission in 
Phnom Penh. In December 1975 he was named 
United States Ambassador to Canada.
